Kentucky Bourbon Beef Show 
has been set at midnight, July 1, 
1946, according to Samuel R.

Beef Association. The Bourbon 
Beef Show will be held at the 
Bourbon Stock Yards, Louisville, 
on December 17 and 18. 

The association is offering $5,000 
in premium money to Kentucki- 
ans showing "Bourbon Beeves." 
All Kentuckians, any age, are 
eligible to enter the show. Only 
550 entries are being accepted this 
year duo to the food shortage.

Return of War Dead 

The War Department has com- 
pleted the repatriation of 328,000 
World War II deceased military 
and naval personnel buried out- 
side the continental United States. 

Under the law (Public Law 
383, 79th Congress) as adminis- 
tered, families will have the op- 
tion of: (1) Having the remains 
returned to the United States for 
final interment in a National 
Cemetery near their home. The 
cost of this will be born entirely 
by the Government. (2) Return- 
ing the remains to the United 
States or American territorities 
or possessions for burial by next 
of kin in a private cemetery. 
The government will pay $50 to- 
ward the local burial expense 
and bear all costs of shipping 
the body home. Cremation at 
government expense is author- 
ized when desired. (3) Burying 
the deceased in a permanent 
American Military Cemetery 
overseas. (4) Foreign-born A- 
merican dead also may be buried 
in a private cemetery in their 
native land. Such shipment to a 
foreign country is dependent up- 
on the ability of the United "States 
to obtain an entry permit. 

In addition to service person- 
nel, the return and reburial pro- 
gram applies to American civil- 
ians buried overseas since Sep- 
' tember 3, 1939, who were engaged 
in war work or whose death was 
directly the result of war. This 
• includes Government employees, 
Red Cross workers, War Corres- 
pondents and Merchant Marine 
inel. They will not be buried

However, under the best 
conditions it is the nature of early 
varieties to start sprouting 
after Christmas, and a late crop 
is needed to fill in.

The usually hot and dry season 
that late potatoes undergo makes 
several special treatments 
sary. The land should be broken 
before the spring rains quit, and 
it should be disked and dragged 
I three or four times to hold all the 
moisture possible. Planting should 
be three inches deeper than early 
potatoes and the fertilizer should 
be placed as deep as possible, to 
put the roots in moist soil. Also, 
1 this makes level cultivation pos- 
sible, an advantage in dry weath- 
er. The seed pieces should be 
somewhat larger than for the 
early crop and they should be 
corked over, as a safeguard 
against moisture being sucked 
out by dry soil. Treatment of the 
seed for scab, important always, 
is essential for the late crop, as 
hot, dry weather promotes scab. 

These and other details of po- 
tato growing are fully discussed 
in Kentucky Extension Circular 
No. 302, a copy of which may be 
obtained from county agents 
from the Experiment Station, 
Lexington. 

SLIGHT DROP IN 

POULTRY RETURNS 

Despite high feed costs, returns 
from well-managed poultry 
are only slightly below last year, 
according to a 10-year 

flock summary issued at 
the Kentucky College of Agricul- 
re and Home Economics. 
For April, owners of 26 flocks 
containing 3,633 hens reported an 
average of 48 cents income per 
hen above cash expenses. Last 
year's returns, the highest in 10 
years, was 50 cents. 

In a plea for better poultry 
housing the college noted that a 
survey of over 1,000 well-manag- 
ed flocks showed that nearly 80 
percent of them had good houses.
